HIS HORRIBLE RECITAL. 
Spectal Dispatch te The Chicago Tribune. 
New York, July 29.—Hartmann, the Nihil- 
ist, furnishes the Herald with a letter seven 
columns in Jength, detailing part he took 
in the attempt to blow up the late Czar’s 
train at Moscow. After giving his jreasons 
for joining the Nihflist society, he sets 
forth the particulars of the condemning 


the Czar to death, and relates how the plans 


were laid for compassing the end in view, 
from the purchasing of the house from the 
cellar of which the tunnel was dug, to the 
day when the train was fired. He says: 
After having determined the shortest line to 
the railway, | 
WE BEGAN OUR WORK. 

We used large steel knives for the tunnéling- 
work, and spades for throwing the earth out 
of the gallery into the vertical pit or cellar. 
The only other instruments we used were a 
water-level, two yard measures, and. several 
blind lanterns. In the gallery there was 
room for but one man at a time, who was 
OBLIGED TO SIT IN A CROUCHING POSITION, 
his feet bent under him. When he had dug 
out a sufficient quantity of earth, he 
threw it out with a spade into the 
vertical pit, where another of our 
men filed it into iron palls, 
and a third carried these out and emptied 
them into a dark closet, situated at the back 
of the house. When the gallery was dug 
out so far as to render the throw- 
ing out of the earth with spades 
impossible, a light sheet of iron 
with its sides bent so asto form a flat box 


and with a rope attached to it and wound 


its other end around a windlass, was used to 


dra the earth out of the gallery. 


SOPHIE PEROVOSKY 
bore her part of the work, which was ex- 
hausting in the extreme, with extraordinary 
and calm heroism. She had to be at work 
constantly, from 5 o’clock in the morning till 
midnight. She had to cook the meals three 
times a day for the four men working 
at the mine, to sweep and clean the rooms in 
the upper story, to be always on the lookout 
for visitors, to entertain them in the dining- 
room, and to warn us by means of a bell com- 
municating with the cellar, of every possible 
danger. This was her ordinary work, but 
when

began, she insisted on taking part.in the act- 
ual work, like all of us. ‘She sat in the mine 
digging, worked at the windlass, besides at- 
tending to all her ordinary duties, and 
kept her spirits up in a man- 
ner that cheered and encouraged all of us. 
And now the 18th of November, old style, 
the day before the explosion has come. To- 
morrow, to-morrew, an event. shall happen 
which shall perhaps be the first step 
toward freeing our unhappy Russia 
from a barbareus despotism.

But I hear the moral 
and virtuous reader remark, In your at- 
tempt to blow up the Czar many innocent 
people might have suffered.” This is true, 
But to this we have to answer, “ First, that, 
as in all warfare, so in 
OUR STRU@GLE AGAINST CZARDOM, 
those who serve our foe are ourenemies too; 
and secondly, that, even if a rew really in- 
nocent lives should perish, this is a necessity 
which no great war, no great movement for 
the freedom of mankind, can escape.

Mayor HAN ON contends that he speaks 
in the interest of the poor people, who cannot 
afford to build prick houses; but, in the in- 
terview in which he aired his opinions, he 
betrayed his selfinterest by remarking that 
he owus some acre property on which he 
maintained that he cannot afford to erect 
brick buildings, but might bulld pine shanties 
and enjey the rental thereof. This would 
loob as though his proposed “ modification” 
is intended to favor the pine-shanty capitalist 
rather than the r man.” it does not 
seem to have rred to htm that, ff he has 
money enough to build ten frame houses on 
his property, he has also money eneugh to 
build at least cight or nine brick houses, and 
that he might begin with the latter number, 
which would yield a very nice revenue, and 
subsequently construct two more out of his 
rentals. Perhaps itis not too much to de- 
mand of Mayor Harrison, as well as other 
capitalists, that this much concession be 
made te the general safety of the city. 

— 

Mayor HaArnison’s plan for modify 
ing ” the present fire ordinance is, if possi- 
ble, more outrageous than that proposed by 
the fire-bug Aldermanic representatives of 
the real-éstate clique. The latter desire to 
contract the fire-limits and exempt certain 
outlying districts from tite prohibition 
against the erection of combustible pine 
shanties. The Mayor is reported as saying 
that he favors a “ modification ” of the or- 
dinance which shalt permit the erection of 
pine and shingle houses on every alternate 
lot throughout the city! In other words, he 
would plant the seeds of conflagration every- 
where, and at the same time make a most un- 
sightly city of Chicago. There is not a single 
resident with a spark of pride in Chicago, 
whether he be a rich man or a poor man, 
who would not protest against so unfair, 
impracticable, and dangerous a scheme as 
this,—suggested by an utterly selfish motive, 
and unheard of in any community on the 
face of the globe where size, progress, and 
self-protection have prompted the people to 
proh ibit the erection of fire-traps.

Dum the past two or three days repart- 
ers of Tux TRIBUNE have been colleeting the 
opinions of the people who inhabit the very 
districts which the fire-bugs want to exempt 
from the present ordinance. These people 
are almost unanimously opposed to any con- 
traction of the fire limits, and many of them 
discuss the question so intelligently that they 
ought to put Carter Harrison te the biash. 
One of them strikes the key-note of the agita- 
tion when he says “thatthe owners of cer- 
tain real estate desire the privilege of build-

peor seamstresses are sometimes robbed of 


sewing-machines after they have paid all 
but a few dollars of what they undertook to 
pay.” Another sensible man suggests very 
truly that “whenever a workingman has 
saved money enough to buy hima lot and 
build him a frame house, he can very well 
afford to wait afew weeks and save enough 
more to the small additional cost of 
brick walls.” Others fully understand and 
describe the advantages of a brick house in 
comfort, safety, and economy. They feresee 
8 the increased insurance and che de- 
chances of getting their imsurance 

mats in case Of a fire are alone sufficient 
reasons for adhering to brick houses. 
Still others point out the additional 
taxes that will be required te maintain an 
enlarged Fire Department, the increased 
cost of repairs and fuel, the unshapely and 
shabby appearance of a city built largely of 
wood, the more rapid decay of pine shanties, 
and the manifold losses, annoyances, dan- 
gers, and discomforts of wooden houses. If 
Mr. Carter Harrison had been burnt out in 
the fire of 1871, or if he had nota lot of real 
estate in outlying districts which he wants 
to utilize or get rid of, be would see things 


as plainly as the people who already inhabit’ 


those districts; and if certain Aldermen 
were not acting as agents of a real-estate 
clique, there would be no more agitation of 
the fire-bug scheme.

The railway, the steamboat, the telegraph, 


and the telephone have, no doubt, contrib- 
nted immensely to the comfort and conven- 


‘| fence of mankind. A Pullman sleeper,“ 


with one iron horse, is better than an old- 
fashtoned “coach and six.“ and a second- 
class “smoker,” even if it be filled with emt- 
grants frém Norway and Ireland, is more 
comfortable than a buckboard loaded with 
Professors from Yale College. The post.“ 
notwithstanding it goes by rail and takes a 
Deputy-Postmaster along, is slow compared 
with the telegraph; and the telegraph, with 
its double attachment of messenger-boys, is 
cumbrous as compared with the exquisit 
luxury of sitting in an easy chair and con- 
versing with afriend at Newport, Saratoga, 
or Nahant through a well-regulated tele 
phone. 

By a wellregulated telephone the tele- 
phone of the future is of necessity intended. be- 
cause there are no well- regulated telephones 
in use. The telephone that transmits the inno- 
cent and comparatively unimportant remark, 
“I’ve a bad cold in my head,” as my rich 
uncle is dead,“ cannot be regarded as a well- 
regulated instrument, The telephone that 
makes ministers of the Gospel swear like 
pirates must be held responsible. But when 
the rival patentees get through quarreling 
over their conflicting rise we may ex- 
pect a telephone through which clergymen 


may conversé without getting raving mad, 


and lovers exehange vows of eternal fidelity. 
in soft whispers. 

But the boon to the human race of the 
railway, the telegraph, and tne telephone is, 
we apprehend, a very small thing indeed 
compared with tile inestimable biessing con- 
ferred upon mankind by the weather preph- 
et. By the weather prophet we do net mean 
the Chief of the Signal Service Burean, who 
may foretell how the wind will blow to-mor- 
row, and whether the weather will be fair or 
foul. We mean the Vennors and the Couches, 
who know all about the hot waves, the cold 


waves, the snowfalls, and the rainfalls of 
next year. How comforting it is, for in- 


stance, to be assured that the Fourth of July, 
1882, will de cool and delightful, with the ex- 
ception of an earthquake shock before break- 
fast, and a terrific thunderstorm accompa- 
nied by tornadoes between 11 and 12 o’clock 
in the forenoon. Timid people can get up 
early and go down cellar te escape the earth- 
quake, attend a picnic or a patriotic celebra- 
tion after breakfagt, and at 11 o’clock sharp 
repair again to the grateful protection of the 
cellar, to avoid the inconvenience of being 
struck by lightmmg, or carried several miles 
away from home on the wines of the wind. 
Besidea, cautious people will be enabled to 
protect their mansions, big and. little, from 
being pulled up,so to speak, by the roots 
and scattered about on their neighbors’ lots. 
They can spike them down and defy the ele- 
ments, or move them to a locality where the 
weather prophet predicts there will be a 
great calm. As for those careless, reckless 
people who neglect t read the prophecies, 
they deserve to be destroyed root and branch. 
It is a question whether the weather proph- 
ets ought not to be seized and persecuted to 
the point o eempelling them to render up 
their secret. There is danger that they will 
make false prophecy with a view te exerting 
an undue and dishonest influence upon the 
course of the markets. Suppose, for i- 
stance, that the weather prophets should 
combine for the purpese of speculating in 
wheat. They know that in 1882 the weather 
all over the Continent of Europe is to be 
remarkably fine, insuring an abundant crop. 
But with walice aforethought, with aa evil 
purpose to deceive both bulls” and bears,“ 
they predict floods, frosts, earthquakes, and 
tornadoes, and a consequent short crop and 
famine prices. What is there to prevent 
them from turning their lying prephecies to 
account ? 

It is not to he denied that the science of 
weather prediction is of incalculable value to 
mankind: To be able on rising from bed in 
the morning to decide upon gauze or thick

The suggestion is certainly Worthy of serious 
consideration that the weather prophets 
should be collected together and confined in 
a fire-proof, tornado-proof, earthquake-proof, 
thunder-and-lightning-proof building, and 
there compelled to serve the human race for 
a comfortable gubsistence, All chances of 
speculation off their prophecies should be 
removed from them in order that no tempta- 
tion to prophesy falsely may possibly fall in 
their way. Hf they object to this summary

The public is utterly without protection 
to faise weather prophecies, because 
whenever a false prophecy is exposed it is at 
ance claimed te have been ap error of the 
prephet, But while these prophets are per- 
mitted to run at large there is no legal way 
ta punish them for mistakes, no matter how 
gross. Lock them up, and their punishment 
will be practicable and no doubt yery spoth- 
ing to the feélings of à cheated and deceived 
community. For predicting a hot wave they

water; for the sgeond offense the diet may be 
confined to water. For falsely predicting a 
tornado they can be seourged: for a second 
offense they may be suspended a few hau:

T SUBSCRIFTION FEST. 

There seems to be a mistaken idea in this 
community, and in all others also, that a 
newspeper office is a general Relief and Aid 
Society, and that the primary object of its 
establishment was to contribute its funds to 
relieve distress af every deseription,—private 
Kriets as well as publie calamities, caused by 
wind, water, or fire. Whiy this idea should 
prevail in this as well as in other communi- 
ties, er why a newspaper office should be 
chosen as a Relief and Aid Society in prefere 
ence to à railroad corporation, a bank, a dry 
goods or grocery house, a theatre, a hotel, 
a grain warehouse, @ pork-packery, a flour- 
mill, a bakery, or butecher-shop, a factory, a 
money-lender, or any other self-support- 
ing citizen, does not clearly appear, 
unless it be that because, by special dis- 
patches from abroad and by its reporters at 
home, it chronicles daily cases of suffering 
and loss and gives free’ advertisement to the 
grievances of the people. therefore it is in duty 
bound to pecuniarily relieve them. What- 
ever may be the mental process by which 
unfortunate people arrive at the conclusion, 
the fact is patent that they cherish we de- 
lusion so fondly that there is not a day when 
sowie one With a subscription paper, demand- 
"ing from five dollars to a hundred, according 
to the exigencies of the case he represents, 
does not make his appearance and present it 
with as much assurance as if he were the 
purveyor 6f the office funds and the funds 
were his own, and upon be refused 
marches off indignantly, sometimes per- 

y abusing the concern and at 
others threatening to cripple its resources by 
“stopping his paper.” These persons repre- 
sent all classes of misfortunes—women who 
have been reduced to poverty by shiftiess 
husbands; men whe have been foolish in 
business; semi-publtie characters, whose dis- 
tinguished services have entitled them in 
some miysterious way to testimonials; broken- 
down preachers; cripples—the lame, the halt, 
and the blind; amateurs anxious to complete 
their dramatic, niusical, or elocufionary ed- 
ucanon; weak churches; safferers by floud 
and fire, volcanoes, earthquakes, and torna- 
does; bachelors, widows, grass widows, and 
orphans; asylams, hospitals, and “the 
cause” generally. It is one constant, vigt- 
lant, industrious, persistent, impudent, and 
unending procession of able-bodied suppli- 
cants, 

One serious mistake made by these sub- 
seription bores is their assumption that a 
newspaper office is rum without expense, and 
that every penny taken in over its counters 
is clear profit, and that its managers are a set 
of benevolent gentlemen whose highest de- 
light in life ig to distudute the money which 
they receive in religving the wants of ail 
kinds of peeple at and abroad. Poor 
Greeley used to be n almost out of house 
and heme by swarms of charity-seekers, 
dead-beats, and money-berrowers. After a 
life of 60 years of excessive labor he died 
almostebankrupt, so persistent and success- 
ful had been the alms-beggars and donation- 
canvassers, It never occurs to the people 
that paper, ink, presses, printing, com- 
position, salaries of scores of employés, 
tolls for telegraphic dispatches and cor- 
respendents cost anything. Every dol 
lar that comes in for advertisements 
and subscriptions they imagine goes luta a 
fund for alms n charity, and if not ex- 
pendeg that way would lie idle. That is 
their notion. Unfortunately the facts do not 
agree with their theory, and hence there is 
no mare reason why they should lay claim 
to the receipts of a newspaper office than 
there would be for them to go to a bank and 
take its deposits, or te a railroad and take its 
earnings, When it becomes Known that a 
newspaper has subscribed a certain sum for 
the relief of some case which it knows to be 
peculiarly deserving, immediately the sub- 
scription fiends swarm in with all imaginable 
kinds of claims, and. when refused, point to 
the case relieved, and charge the newspaper 
with partiality and unfairness for helping 
one case and not helping all other claimants. 
Newspapers do their share of eleemosynary 


work, and, likea free horse, need no spurring.

WISCONSIN SUMMER RESORTS. 

Wisconsin apd Minnesota have long af- 
forded pleasant abiding places during the 
summer months to persons escaping from 
the oppressive heats of more southern homes, 
or, fleeing from the crowded cities, seek 4 
purer atmosphere and rest from business. 
The fame of these rural resorts has been ex- 
tending yearly, but in no season have these 
places heen so chene and overwhelmed 
with visitors as dufing the present. Wiscon- 
sin this season is literally overrun. Hotels, 
villages, farm-houses, and all places where 
men, and women, and children ean flad a 
resting-place, are thranged with visitors, and 
tosuch an extent that accommodations in 
most of them have to be secured in advance. 
Hotels at the long-established resorts find 
room for the overflow of guests by 
renting temporary rooms in their respective 
towns and villages, while in most of these 
places apartments are to be found in private 
‘houses, the strangers obtainmg meals at the 
hotels. In many places families have rented 
out their furnished houses entire, so that 
those from other less favored parts of the 
countre may find homes during the whole 
season. All through the State of Wisconsin 
farm-hanses within ane qr two miles of the 
railroads have been invaded and the premises 
rented for the season, and the hills and lake- 
sides of that State find poaulagen du-

One great advantage derived by the visit- 
‘ors to these summertresorits in Wisconsin 
and Minnesota is their proximity to Chicago. 
They are all placed by the Northwestern and 
Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Rallroads 
| within from three to six hours’ ride by rail 
to this city, and when occasion calls 01 it 
for shipping or other purposes persons dan 
come to this city and return the same even- 
ing. ‘They have all the comforts and luxu- 
ries of the Chicago market, and have Tun 
Cmeado TaipunEe, with its news from all 
parts of the world, delivered to them on the 
day of its publication, so that, while com- 
paratively buried in their rural retreats, they 
can keep up communication with the outside 
world, and are regularly posted concerning 
passing events and the current bistory of the 
time. Of course all these points constitute 
parts of a grand system of summer homes 
of which Chicago is the cehtre, and from 
which visitors pass to and fro at pleasure. 
The number of these established places, and 
the accommodations at each of them, are in- 
creasing rapidly, but not in excess of the in- 
creasing number of persons who séek them 
to spend the season or their briefer vaca- 
tions. This is illustrated by the case of 
Lake Geneva, where far several successive 
years there have been large additions to the 
number and accommodations of the hotels 
and to the private houses opened to visitors. 
Nevertheless, each season finds the place 
more and more crowded, and frequently vis- 
itofs are unable to find such lodgings as 
they would like to have. This js true of 
countless other resorts as well as of Geneva. 

In a very brief number of years the tide of 
summer visitors to the Northwest will be so 
great that Wisconsin will fairly become one 
vast hotel, every village and city will be 
filled with strangers coming thither from all 
parts of the country, as well from the ecean- 
sides and mountains of New Engiand as 
from the Middle and Southern States. We 
repeat, that in no part of the eountry can 
there be found such delightful homes for the 
summer as may be found in parts of Minne- 
sota, and almost in every part of Wisconsin. 
In no other locality can be found such a 
union of mountains and lakes asin these two 
States, and consequently ne such summer 
homes for the less fortunate inhabitants of 
the great cities and . States, 
North as well as South.

Tux annual report recentiy issued by the 
Silk Association of America exhibits the most 
gratifying progress in that industry. No 
single circumstance indicates more pointedly 
the advance which the American silk manu- 
facturers have been making than the fact 
that the imports of silk goods have actually 
fallen off during the past year. There were 
two years—1876 and 18T7—when the silk im- 
ports deelined, but that was owing to the 
hard times. From that date, however, they 
steadily increased, amounting in 1878 to 828, 
000,000, and in [879 to $30,506,508, the largest 
figure ever reache?. During the past year 
foreign imports of all silk goods fell off about 
$100,000, and the decline in the importation of 
dress silks amounted to about $500,000. The 
decrease is not large in itself, but it is a very 
marked change as compared with the enor- 
mous increase of importation during the two 
previous years ef flush times, It cannot be 
attributed to any retrenchment on the partof 
the public, because money has never been 
spent more freely than during the past 
year, It means that the American manufact- 
urers are acquiring the skill ef the French, 
and at the same time are beginnug to com- 

ete with the foreign manufacturers in 
prices. This view of the case is further sus- 
tained by the increased importation of raw 
material. The raw silk imported in 1870-80 
Was valued at $11,740,943, and that of 1880-81 
at $10,885,167, while in the years 1876-77-78 
the importation of raw silk ranged from 
$4,000,000 to $6,000:000 only. American silk 
manufacture ig undoubtedly making great 
progress. Paterson, N. J., is the Lyons of 
this country. There are 102 firms engaged in 
manufacturing silk and seventy-seven mills; 
the capital inyested ig over $10,000,000, the 
annual praduct over $12,000,000, and the 
wages paid aver $4,000,000 per year. The 
silk manufacturers are alsa making extended 
experiments in Pennsylvania and Alabama 
to introduce the culture of the allk-worm 
now grown mainly in Japan, and the time 
will probably come when the people of this 
country will be independent of France in the 
production of silk goods of every grade.

SAMUEL COLT’S ESTATE. 


James I. Colts Successful Sait. 

Haxrronv, July 28.—When the late Col. Sam- 
uel Colt died in 1862 he left au estate valued at 
between $2,000,000 and $3,000,000. In his will he 
wave certaih legacies of the stock of Colt's 
Patent Firearms Manufacturihg Company tod 
various persons, and provided 
der of the stock owned by him not so de- 
queatbed should be divided “among tne severai 
petsons and purties to whom I have hereinbeford 
given legacies of stock, in the ratio and propor- 
tion in which said legacies of stock are herein- 
before given.“ Among these legacies was one 
of 500 shares to his brother, James B. Com, for 
life, with the remainder to his children, 
which bequest would have carried 
James and bis children 
proportions of 
ed.

gave it to trustees for founding a school which 
he had mentioned in the will, and by a second 
codicil he revoked all provisions for this school, 
and the 500 shares were not otherwise neally

penny. A second codicil revoked a bequest ot 
the use of 500 shares of stock to the children of 
James, and the same was given to the four 
ca ehildren of Christopher Colt, another 
rother, in like manner. 

In 1864 James brought a dill in equity to the 
Superior Court for Hartford County against the 
executors and all the legatees under the will, 
asking the Court to ascertain and fix the re- 
spective interests of alt the legateesin the residu- 
um of the stock, which would necessarily in- 
clude a decision as to all the legacies the 
‘amount of the residuum. The oa was re- 
ferred to the Supreme Court, and there ably 
argued under the tead of 3 1 K. 
Curtis, of Boston, for the executors, and 
the best local talent tor James B. Coit. The 
Court decided that the revocation in the first 
codicil extended only to the primary legacy to 
James B., and that his interest in the residuum 
was undisturbed. executors thereupen 
settled the estate and paid to James B. about 
$100,000 by the accumulations to date, and he 
subsequently got about the same amount in 
dividends up to the time of his death. He was 
entirely without money when he brought this 
suit, and his lawyers took hold of the case on 
commission. Meanwhile he borrowed money 
for bis living expenses, and gave his coor for 
twice the amount Vorrowed, making pa 
ment conditional on a decision in his Pre ly 25
